Much interest was evinced yester- 
day afternoon in the conferring of 
the honorary degree ot Doctor of 
Laws on the Right Rev. Wm. Boyd- 
CiirpenttT, K.C, V.O. A large num- 
ber of fltiiiients iiiul friends of the j 
I'niversity were present. ■ 

Denn Moyse in recommending that 
the degree be conferred, paid a glow- 
ing tribute to Dr. Carpenter's close I 
(issociution with the inuUKiinitioti of 
the co-operative theological Bcheine. [ 
The (lot;ree was i;ranteil on account [ 
of the worthy divine's reputation as' 
n preacher anil thnolonicnl writer, 
and his close association with the 
abovc-tnentionod co-operative move- 
ment. After the reading of the res- 
olution, Principal retcrson admitted 
Dr. ("ariienter to the degree. 

The I'rincipal then introduced the 
now honorary graduate of McGill and 
expressed his gladness that the wor- 
thy Bishop was to address the mem- 
bers of Convocation and friends pre- 
sent, on the Message of Dnnte. 

After proliuigod applause, Dr. Car- 
penter expressed his thanks for the 
honor conferred upon him. Referrir„- 
to the recent co-operation of the af- 
filiated theological colleges, the 
spenlcer pointed out that "one can 
never he wrong in binding hearts 
and hands in comuKin enterprise." 

The lecturer then proceeded to. 
show that the University was "a I 



world in little." "The University 
tries to embrace all that tends to 
the upbuilding of the best type of 

humanity." A man must he well 
trained, hut not only so. he must 
cultivate iinagiiiaticin. 

In leading up to the subject of his 
talk, Dr. Ourpenter stated that "the 
best voices that have been beard a- 
long the ages are the voices of tbo 
poets." Mention was made of the 
inevitable conflict between classicism 
and rotiianticisni in poetry. Differ- 
ences of opinion are to be found 'even 
in the covers of a single magazine." 
Poets have become great because 
they "have Tisen above the present" 
and have remained unfettered by tb* 
past. On this point Kent's has sung 
"Poetry must work out its own sal- 
vation in a man." 

"Many have said Dante is a medi- 
aevalist," but Ur. Carpenter main- 
tained that Dante lived in the times 
of the Middle Ages "but he saw 
things which that age could not see." 

The speaker then referred to the 
temptation Dante nuist have under- 
gone, to write only in Latin. But 
fortunately in taking the language ot 
the people showed himself superior. 

Dante "shows reverence for the 
past," hut takes his illustration from 
what he had seen.

At till' iuiiuuil uiei'tiut,' of the Student's Society uext 
Wednesday the uudeiKnidiiulcs of the University will be 
asked to decide whether or not the Editor of the Daily 
shall be allowed to attend meetings oi the Student's 
Council and report the same at his discretion. As point- 
ed out previously iu these columns this would be the 
easiest and most effective way in which, news of the de- 
liberations ol the Council could be obtained and present- 
ed to the students in the columns of their paper. Cer- 
tainly, the un(leri,M-aduates are entitled to any news iu 
connection with the spending of their money and the 
direction of their affairs, and it is merely a question of 
how this can be done to the best advantage. As far as 
the actual obtaining of the news is concerned the pro- 
posed amendment is unquestionably the best solution of 
the problem. 

It has been said, however, that certain matters come 
up for discussion at the Council meetings which should 
not be generally known by the students of the Univer- 
sity. This is a most ambiguous statement. It either 
means that certain things transpite behind the doors of 
the council diamber which cannot bear the light of pub- 
licity or that the averaf^e undergraduate is incompetent 
to understand the i>rot)leiiis which the Council has to 
face. Knowing as we do the things that transpire at 
Council meetings and knowing the intelligent grasp 
which the average undergraduate usually has of affairs 
in general, we are inclined to doubt the validity of this 
iirguhient. 

It is also stated in certain quarters that if full pub- 
licity were ^'iven to Coiiinil meetings, the members of 
that" body would not speak freely on any subject under 
discussion if they thought that their remarks might be 
made public. This idea is entirely erroneous. The mem- 
bers of Parliament at Ottawa have no hesitation in 
speaking tlieir minds on the floor ot the House of Com- 
mons, although they know that every word they utter 
will be published in all the newspapers of the country; 
and it is ditlicult to sec in what way the situation at 
McGill differs from that at Ottawa in this respect. Then 
again, the Editor of the Daily who, ostensibly, is ap- 
pointed because he is best able to judge what should and 
what should not appear in the columns of the paper, 
would in all probability exercise a certain amount of 
riiscretiou in writing his report of a meeting, and would 
eliminate any undesirable features of it provided that, 
iu so doing, uothing of importance was being withheld 
from the undergraduates of the University. 

It has also been suggested that all meetings of the 
Council be held in the Union Hall and that they should 
thus be open to any undergraduate who might -wish to 
attend. This is done at both Toronto and Queens, and 
as far as can be ascertained there is nothing in the con- 
stitution of the McGill Students' Council which provides 
that the meetings shall not be open to the public. How- 
ever, a precedent has been established, and a change in 
the constitution would be necessary in order to make 
any change in the present condition of affairs. 

The amendment which has already been proposed is- 
at least a step in the right direction, and should tend 
to bring the Council into closer touch with the under- 
graduates as a body.

He 1,'ained the transcendent re- 
ward of passiUK on his nicssafje to 
the people of Italy," suid the lectur- 
er when proceeding to compare the 
far (rom startling way in which the 
people of England had commemornt- 
ed Milton. with the demonstration 
tfcat took place in 186.5 when the re- 
alization of the glorious visions of 
Dfcnte in the life of Italy led Maz- 
zini to write "the thoughts that 
burned in Dante are the thoughts 
ttat are burning in the bosom of 
Italy today." "The spirit which liv- 
ed in Dante throbbed and lived again 
in the beartB of the people of that 
ape." 

The lecturer then dealt with an- 
other aspect OÎ Dante's Influence. He been discovered, and the Intercollegl- 
•wf.s a man of strong emotion but, 
at the same time, "be had an cnor- 
mc'.:s power of self-restraint." "All 
the big poets," said the eloquent di- 
vice. "have been eminently sane. 
There blends into the power o( the 
poet, the capacity (or great feeling 
and the capacity for great judg- 
ment. "In drawiPK a lesson (rom 
these characteristics, Dr. Carpenter 
emphatically stated that "you can- 
not reach the highest unless you 
have learnt the leason ot self-surren- 
der." Dante left a strong, manly 
message.

The following suggestions on the 
way In which the Intercollegiate box- 
ing, wrestling and fencing bouts 
iiiHght be judged are taken (rom An- 
nual Athletic Ucport of Toronto Uni- 
versity. Dr. Jas. W. Barton, physic- 
al director at the College is respon- 
sible (or the suggestions which seem 
to bo very sensible and the matter 
might well be looked into by the Mc- 
Glll Athletic Association. 

The following is the extract from 
the report:— 

"The Intercollegiate boxing, wrest- 
ling, and fencing championships held 
at Queens this year, were won by 
our team by a single point. Some 
change in the selection of judges for 
these particular sports is most es- 
sential, and as far as Varsity is con- 
l eriu'd a ehant;e must be made or we 
will continu the competition in these 
sports to intcrfaculty series. They 
are forms of athletics which are al» 
most Invaluable to a student from a 
trainiiii; standpoint, and they must 
not lie thrown into disrepute by In- 
eompelent ollicials. It is not a nues- 
tion of the integrity of the judges. It 
is simply a matter of competency. It 
really should not be necessary for 
Queens, for Instance, to have three 
of their st.ilT. Messrs Mncdonald, Ri- 
chardson and Ktherlngton, acting as 
jndijes, as was the case last month 
at Kingston. These men are known 
; to me personally, and to my mind 
are above doing anything mean or 
unfair, but more competent officials 
—specialists — should be obtained. 
The simplest solution, and the one 
Varsity will advocate, is that Mc- 
Glll secure her judges from the M.A. 
A. A., where competent men may 
readily be secured. Queens obtain of- 
ficials from the R.M.O., and Varsity 
has In Toronto men who have never 
been in any way connected with the 
I'niversity, namely, Mr. John F. 
Scholes, boxing judge, Mr. Walters, 
ex-Canadian fencing champion, and 
Mr. Percy Lee, physical director of 
the Broadview Y.M.C.A.. a former 
wrestling champion. These men have 
been judging for these respective com- 
petitions for years, and are known 
throutrhout the entire country."
